navigator of the old tort, was gazing 
one morning through nu trusty glass at 
a very suspicions object on the horizon. 
Tha Yankee skipper was gray with serv- 
ice, but bis eyes were keen and true, and 
the first male, at hie Bide, was waiting 
withiuneondealed Anxiety for their ver- 
dict.' 
"Tea,"1 said the ekipxwr, "it's tfne of 


those cursed Prenchmem" 


The mate frowned and muttered n few ; 


biblical rjhifeses much iu , nse among ! 
tailors then nnd now. 
| "Crowd sail," said Bissett, "and I'll . 
go below anJ get my payers ready." 


What followed is a matter of record. 


The American bark bunbeam, Capt. ! 
Basset t, waa overhauled *nd captured by 
b French crmiser, and its cargo of pro- 
visions confiscated. The prize was taken 
to'Franc^, condemnedai-d Bold, and the 
food distributed avmons the starving 
poor. And Capt. Bassett, who was a 
very careful and methodical man, duly 
wrote out a protest aid an itemized 
cl&im Cor daanages, amoimtlng, for ship 
aiid cargo, to |S8,31T.80. This, in brief, 
was "The Baasett CJaim'—an heirloom 
which is stil - preserved in the family. 
Ita name m*y not l>e jamiliar to the 
reader; and j-et there have beea no less 
than forty-three reports made to differ- 
ent congresses on this clam, as one o£ a 
number of similar case), and ^ithont 
much doubt there will ")e many more; 
for we all know the power of habit, and 
congress can be fairly saif to hfnu con- 
tracted the habit of a. favorable report on 
the French spoliation claims. 


It has been urged, as one of the objec- 


tions in tbe way of settling these claims, 
that they "slept," but na lawyer could 
retreat behind such a technical defense 
as this with regard to thetBassett claim. 
On the contrary, it had been afSioied 
with insomnia from birth. The method- 
ical Capt. Bassett, being very loth to 
lose at one stroke the bnHc of his hard 
earned competence, took proper legal 
advice, made oat his case, and duly la jd 
it before-Mr. Morris, then our minister 
at Paris. Mr. Morris, wivting home to 
the state department at tbis time, used 
the foliowinj,1 plain • language: ' -These 
captures create great confusion, must 
produce much damage to mercantile 
men and are a source of endless and 
well founded complaint. Every post 
brings me piles of letters about it from 
all quarters." One fat package in these 
piles came from Capt. Caleb Bassett, 
and it TV as perhaps after reading its con- 
tents that the minister addtd: "If I were 
to give way tc the clamors of the injured 
parties 1 onglkt to make demands very 
like a declara ;ion of war.1 :> 


But Mr. Me rria was abl 3 to get very 


Jittle satisfaction for Cat?. Bassett, nor 
was Col. James Munroe, who soon aiter- 


' ward succeeded him, ablifr to do more. 


And, 
in fact, matters year -V grew worse 


instead of better, in spite 3f the efforts 
of such men as Pinckney, Marshall and 
Gerry, until, after five 3 ears of letter 
writing—in n shaky, crabbed hand, 
much at variance with hie firm and even 
disposition—110 skipper -sfsj hot for war, 
and as tbe original loLbyl^-t for the lias- 
sett claim, went to Philad ?JphLi in 1798, 
and was one .of many who urged the 
government to demand justice of France 
at the cannon s mouth. 


But calmer1 and wiser counsels pre- 


vailed. The cannon after all is a poor de- 
bater. No one waseverconvinced by 
hav- 


ing hi£ leg shot off or his only son blown 
to pieces by a shell. And in this par- 
ticular cas« we should hav^ been obliged 
to cope with a master im that stolid, 
brntalline of argument—* young Cor- 
sican adventurer, then .it the head of 
tile French government, wlio shortly aft- 
er became very famous fo: liis stall in 
disputations of this character. 


Now, 
as a matter oE fact laying: aside 


national pride for the ^mo nent, we did 
have our mar.eh ga$ie oE empire with 
Napoleon, am!, like everys^ody else, got 
worsted; only he ch&skma-ed us with a 
bishop instead of a castle. For just as 
C^leb Basaett and otiers Tere shouting 
their loudest for repress, that shrewd 
priest T.-illeyrtind moved sidelong out 
wjth a counte^charge o£ national claima 
on us, springiiag from; our i eglect to per- 
form the duties of friendship, aa etipn- 
la-,edin the all important treaty under 
which France became oar ally in tbe 
wir for independence. Talleyrand ad- 
Luittet] that we had Gone plausible • 
claims on them—toe.- cer :junly had on 
us| but both nation* were ' hard ap'' and 
in trouble-suppose ure "ca-1 it square," 


And finally we did; by a votfl or 


twenty-two to four in the senate—each 
of the obdurate fovr receiv Lag a spiteful 
tetter of thanks from Captatn Baasett for 
bi^firm though unatailin; opposition. 
But though angry and disturbed, the 
sk-pper was not digcouragefl, for he was 
given to understated that our govern- 
ment had merely bought o£ France with 
tbiee ttlaims,. and would now settle 
them piromptly and on equitable termg. 


So Mr. Time thy Pickering, the secre- 
tary of state who drew the inslrnctions, 
told the captain, and so the same person 
wrote many years later, teUng the story 
succinctly as follows: "TSins the gov- 
ernment bartered the just elaim .of our 
merchants on France to oatain a relin- 
quishmentof tie French claim. * * * 
On this view of the cue it would seem 
tiiB>t the merchants have »n : equitable

E« WM a Bum of gr*«t 
decision of character and: fortitude of 
mind, bit of ttMnny dupoattion and tie 
tdndait msvanen in the world. ~1fci his 
leisure, add one of Ma peculiarities waa 
that he never seemed to have any busi- 
ness, he wu fond of telling stories, and 
was in fact famous throughout the coun- 
ty for his anecdotes and reminiscences. 
He bad mir«d with arm, had traveled 
widely, be observed keenly, had a ready 
and retentive memory, and, withal, the 
gift of story telling. And, what was 
rather strange in a story teller, old Tom 
Bassett was not a liar; allot his remin- 
iscences were genuine and honest, iu in- 
deed his life in-all respects was simple, 
sincere and blameless. 


Tom Bassett went to Washington for 


the first time in 183T, tbe hopes of claim- 
ants having been revivetjin that year by 
a favorable report made to the senate by 
Mr. Holmes, buttressed by new evidence 
and cogent argument. From that time 
on he took «n adtlve interest iu the 


1 claim and m the claim*, and was con- 


cerned in the legislation upon them nutil 
shortly before his death at a good old 
age in 1879. Would that he had written 
liis memqirs of "Fifty Years a lobbyist 
at Washington!" As it was, he merely 
talked in the easy chair to eagerly listen- 
ing friends, instead of to the world 
throughia stenographer;! bnt that talk 
was nevertheless an epitome of our po- 
litical history, for he had Imown public 
men, 
not conventionally through books 


or by reputation, bnt from personal and 
familiar intercourse. 


During'this half century, forty favor- 


able reports had been made on the claima 


- and they had passed both housed of con- 


gress twice, only to encounter! a presi- 
dential veto. It was reported that Tom 
Bassett, like Oeorge Washington1 on great 
occasions, broke over hip habit of kind 
and. temperate language'when the second 
veto, that of Pierce, was ' transmitted to 
the house of representatives. It certainly 
chilled his enthusiasm, for from that 
time forth his visits to Wasj^ngton were 
less frequent and his association with 
public men less intimate. Then the civil 
war came on, and thoughts were turned 
aside from i»tty grievances, though in 
the thickest of the strife Charles Sutnner 
Pound time to write his l^aasterly report 
on the subject, a classic among our state 
Ijaper.^, und an argument upon which 
the claimants can, and Iprobftbly will, 
rest their ca^c for all time to come. 


Meanwhile death had fciot been idle, 


and .it the appointed lioiir both .Wind- 
ward Baesett, Tom's elder brother, and 
Charles Caleb Bassett, Windward Bas- 
aett's son. went to their account. How 
well Sunmer'fl irony applied to this fam- 
ily!
